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Swarmings 

leading to 
safety Tears 

© Seventh attack in four days seems unrelated to 
previous six © People urged to walk in groups, stay in

“I’d like to trust Halifax and the people in 
it,” said Suzy, walking along the Halifax 
Common yesterday. 

The 29-year-old student didn’t wish to 
provide her last name when approached 
by Metro. 

“But even when you guys just ap¬ 
proached me now, I was like ‘Oh God.’” 

Suzy lives in north-end Halifax. She has 
been living in the neighbourhood for 2% 
years, and says she has never had cause to 
worry about walking alone or at night. 

But a recent spate of swarmings in the 
north end has made her think twice. 

“It definitely (concerns me),” Suzy said, 
adding she’ll be changing her habits in 
the wake of the assaults. 

Halifax Regional Police spokesman 
Const. Brian Palmeter said the most re¬ 
cent swarming Tuesday night doesn’t ap¬ 
pear to be related to the six between 
Friday and Monday. Around 9:30 p.m. on 
Tuesday, two 18-year-olds were surround¬ 
ed and beaten by a group of six men near 
the skate park at the corner of Bell Road 
and Trollope Street. 

While the incident is being treated as 


unrelated, Palmeter said police are as con¬ 
cerned about it as the others. 

The perpetrators of the weekend 
swarmings showed a “complete disregard 
for the victims’ well-being ... (and) were 
looking for a conflict,” said Palmeter. 

He said Tuesday’s incident was “slight¬ 
ly different,” even if the end results were 
the same.

Dalhousie building vandalized 


A 19-year-old student 
allegedly broke in to a 
Dalhousie University ad¬ 
ministration building and 
trashed the third-floor 
hallway. 

Police were called in at 
11:30 p.m. on Tuesday 
night. The security guards 
closed the exits and the sus¬ 
pect was arrested by police. 

Charles Crosby, a Dal¬ 
housie spokesman, said 
much of the damage was 
cleaned up at the Henry 
Hicks building yesterday. 


“The most obvious was 
the fire extinguisher: At 
least two were emptied out 
onto the floor and into the 
stairwell,” he said. 

A few window panes 
were smashed, fire alarms 
were tom apart and a fire 
bell was removed from the 
wall. 

“Some furniture was 
damaged as well.” 

The elevator isn’t work¬ 
ing, but Crosby said it’s un¬ 
clear whether it was 
broken before the incident. 


The estimated cost of 
damages also isn’t clear at 
this point because of the el¬ 
evator issue, and Crosby 
said he doesn’t know why 
the third floor was target¬ 
ed. 

“We’re not sure of the 
motives behind it, but it 
doesn’t appear to be theft,” 
he said. 

The suspect will be in 
court on Oct. 19 to face 
charges of break and enter 
and property damage.

Canadian cities 
to face literacy 
issues: Report 

O Ottawa predicted to see 80 per cent surge in 
low-literacy adults, to nearly half a million in 2031 


Canada’s four largest cities 
are expected to see growth 
in the number of adults 
with low literacy skills by 
2031, with the biggest 
surge projected for the 
capital, according to a re¬ 
port released yesterday. 

Canada may be among 
the leaders of industrial¬ 
ized nations and rank 
among the best-educated 
countries, but the report 
from the Canadian Coun¬ 
cil on Learning suggests 
the country is hardly im¬ 
mune from literacy prob¬ 
lems within the 
population. 

Low literacy is defined 
by the Organization for 
Economic Co-operation 
and Development’s Inter¬ 
national Adult Literacy 
Skills Survey as difficulty 
in reading, understanding 
and functioning effective¬ 
ly with written materials. 

The council’s report 
projects there will be little 
change in the proportion 
of adults with low literacy 
in Canada but a small in¬ 
crease in the total number 
of low-literacy adults with¬ 
in the next two decades. 

More than 15 million 
Canadian adults will have 
low literacy skills by 2031, 
up 25 per cent from 2001. 


However, the percent¬ 
age of adults with low lit¬

— a three per cent decline 
over a 30-year period. 

In The Future Of Litera¬ 
cy In Canada’s Largest 
Cities, the council also 
took an unprecedented 
look at adult literacy pro¬ 
jections for Toronto, Mon¬ 
treal, Vancouver and 
Ottawa. 

“In all cities, what we’re 
seeing is vast increase in ...

and CEO Dr. Paul Cappon 
said from Ottawa. 

Cappon said the good 
news that emerged was a 
projected decline in the 
percentage of the overall 
adult population with lit¬ 
eracy skills below Level 3 

— the benchmark for be¬ 
ing able to cope with the 
demands of everyday life 
and work in an advanced 
society. 

“The bad news (is) we’re 
going to have several mil¬ 
lion more people below 
the levels we need in a 
knowledge economy,” he

The Bank of Canada raised 
the trend-setting interest 
rate a quarter point to one 
per cent yesterday, even as 
it acknowledged that the 
economic growth will be 
more gradual than previ¬ 
ously thought. 

It was the third hike in 
three months, taking the 
overnight rate up in stages 
from the rock-bottom 0.25 
per cent that was set by 
the central bank during 
the recession to help stim¬ 
ulate the economy.

Canada cracks top three

Australia and New 
Zealand shared first place, 
and Canada tied for third 
in a first-of-its kind survey 
ranking 153 nations on 
the willingness of their 
citizens to donate time 
and money to charity. 

The report, released 
yesterday by the British- 
based Charities Aid Foun¬ 
dation, showed striking 
variations in charitable 
behaviour around the 
world. 

For example, it found 
that only four per cent of 
Lithuanians gave money 
to charity, compared with 
83 per cent of people in 
Malta; 61 per cent of peo¬ 
ple in Turkmenistan did 
volunteer work, 


compared with two per 
cent of Cambodians. 

The overall rankings 
were a composite of three 
categories — the percent¬ 
age of people who donat¬ 
ed money, donated time 
and helped a stranger in 
the month prior to being 
surveyed. 

Australia and New 
Zealand topped the index 
with an average score of 


57 per cent, trailed by 
Canada and Ireland at 56 
per cent, and the United 
States and Switzerland at 
55 per cent. 

Several of the world’s 
most populous countries 
were near the bottom of 
the index — including In¬ 
dia in 134th place, Russia 
in 138th and China in

Interpol revives 
atmospheric sound 

O Group leaves major label EMI to join familiar Matador O New album ‘most progressive’

An established indie band 
signing to a major label is 
a story that’s been told 
countless times. But Inter¬ 
pol’s version has a differ¬ 
ent twist. After leaving 
EMI following the release 
of 2007’s Our Love To Ad¬ 
mire, they’ve returned to 
Matador, the independent 
label they originally called 
home. 

“There have been a lot 
of changes in the music in¬ 
dustry. When we had the 
opportunity to part ways 
with EMI we made a mutu¬ 
al decision,” says guitarist 


Daniel Kessler. “We didn’t 
consider anyone else but 
Matador. We always re¬ 
tained a great friendship 
with them and always ad¬ 
mired them.” 

Having released their 
first two albums on Mata¬ 
dor, 2002’s seminal debut 
Turn On The Bright Lights 
and 2004’s exceptional An¬ 
tics, both the band and la¬ 
bel are counting on 
recapturing that spark 
again with their new self- 
titled album. 

Kessler feels it offers 
something both new and 
familiar. “There are 
threads you will recognize 
that this is obviously Inter¬ 
pol,” he explains. “I also

think it’s our most pro¬ 
gressive record to date.”

“With Our Love To Ad¬ 
mire, there were some 
things that foreshadowed 
what was to come with 
this record. There’s a 
greater expansion of har¬ 
monies and melodies.” 

Most importantly, 
Kessler says the band 
wanted to shift the focus 
away from song-driven 
iTunes generation back to 
the good old days of listen¬ 
ing to a complete album. 

“We’re really very much 
an album band and not in¬ 
to catering to the modern 
age,” he says. “It’s really 
about the ten songs and 
how they correspond to 
each other. It’s been like 
that since day one.” 


Moving on 

When news of a new Inter¬ 
pol album came earlier 
this year, so did the 
announcement that origi¬ 
nal bassist Carlos D had 
left the band to “pursue 
new goals,” says Kessler. 
"It's a life choice when 
someone decides they 
need to venture their own 
way and even step out of a 
rock band and look at oth¬ 
er interests that demand 
their attention. We accept¬ 
ed that and as far as 
adjusting every day is a bit 
different."

Officer sues police over Mel Gibson arrest

The Los Angeles sheriff’s 
deputy who arrested Mel 
Gibson for drunken driving 
in 2006 sued his depart¬ 
ment on Tuesday, claiming 
he has since been ostracized 
and passed over for promo¬ 
tions by the agency. 

Deputy James Mee’s law¬ 
suit seeks unspecified dam¬ 
ages for loss of income and 
benefits, medical expenses 
and for emotional distress 
and mental suffering. Mee, 
who is Jewish, claims he 
was forced by his superiors 
to remove references to an¬ 
ti-Semitic slurs uttered by 
the actor-director during 



the arrest. Part of that re¬ 
port containing the slurs 
was leaked to the celebrity 


website TMZ.com, which al¬ 
so first reported the lawsuit. 

Mee claims he was trans¬ 
ferred after Gibson’s arrest 
and has not been awarded 
promotions to a traffic in¬ 
vestigator or motorcycle 
deputy position because of 
the alleged discrimination. 
The lawsuit claims the de¬ 
partment violated its poli¬ 
cies by taking four years to 
investigate the leak and 
that has hurt Mee’s ability 
to be promoted. 

Sheriff’s spokesman 
Steve Whitmore denied the 
allegations. 

“The whole story is not 


being told in this lawsuit 
and we look forward to 
telling it,” Whitmore said. 
“It has nothing to do with 
religious discrimination. 
We categorically deny those 
allegations.” 

Mee was the subject of a 
criminal investigation into 
the leaking of his initial re¬ 
port. The Los Angeles dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office 
declined to file charges 
against the deputy. 

Mee joined the sheriff’s 
department in May 1989, 
according to his lawsuit. 

In addition to stating 
that he was forced to alter 


his report on Gibson’s ar¬ 
rest, the lawsuit claims one 
of his sergeants erased a 
videotape taken of Gibson 
in a booking area. 

Mee’s attorney, Etan Z. 
Lorant, said the video was 
taken with a handheld cam¬ 
era and showed Gibson ut¬ 
tering religious slurs. The 
filing claims the deputy 
was discriminated against 
after complaining about 
the taping and being forced 
to change his initial report 
on the arrest. 

Whitmore said none of 
the evidence taken during 
Gibson’s arrest had been 


destroyed. 

Lorant said Mee, 55, 
wants his reputation with 
the department to be re¬ 
stored and he hopes the 
lawsuit will resolve that. 

“He’s done nothing 
wrong,” Lorant said. 

Gibson apologized for 
his anti-Semitic tirade after 
his arrest, saying that he 
had battled alcoholism for 
all of his adult life. He com¬ 
plied with all the terms of 
the probation given in the 
drunken driving case, and 
his conviction was ex¬ 
punged last year.

Schutte ready to get 

‘ruthless’ 

for Huskies

Opponents lining up 
across from Dan Schutte 
may have good reason to 
fear for their safety this 
season. 

“Our No. 1 goal this 
year is to be the No. 1 de¬ 
fence in the country, No. 1 
sacks in the country — it’s 
going to be absolutely 
ruthless,” says the Saint 
Mary’s Huskies defensive 
tackle. “There is no excep¬ 
tion to being the best.” 

The five-foot-11, 275- 
pound native of Red Deer, 
Alta., speaks on behalf of a 
defence that has had 
many of its key compo¬ 
nents in place for three 
years under the same co¬ 
ordinator, Danny Laramee. 

Schutte, who was a sec¬ 
ond-team all-Canadian as a 
sophomore in 2008, is 
looking to make up for 


lost time after missing 
much of his third season 
with a torn meniscus in 
his knee and a torn calf 
muscle. 

“My intensity is going 
to be tenfold this year,” 
says Schutte. 

“I’ve got to squeeze two 
years into one ... and it’s 
going to happen.” 

Schutte attempted to 
play through the torn 
meniscus against the Cal¬ 


gary Dinos in the Uteck 
Bowl but proceeded to 
tear his calf muscle short¬ 
ly after opening kickoff. 

That left Huskies head 
coach Steve Sumarah se¬ 
verely short-handed in his 
bid to stop Hec Crighton- 
winning quarterback Erik 
Glavic and the nation’s 
best rushing attack. 

“In terms of having to 
block him one-on-one ... 
it’s near impossible,”

The Saints’ first Super Bowl 
title was so big in New Or¬ 
leans that Mardi Gras, a 
revered local institution 
dating back well more than 
a centuiy, became popular¬ 
ly known as “Lombardi 
Gras.” 

New Orleans’ momen¬ 
tous victory over the Indi¬ 
anapolis Colts occurred in 
the middle of the city’s pa¬ 
rade season, so the Saints’ 
celebratoiy ride through 
town with the Vince Lom¬ 
bardi Trophy was simply 
added to the lineup. In the 
following days, players, 
coaches, team officials and 
the trophy made appear¬ 
ances in traditional parades 
as well. 

And while Mardi Gras 
ended way back on Ash 
Wednesday, it seems as 
though Lombardi Gras still 
isn’t over quite yet — cer¬ 
tainly not by the looks of 
the French Quarter, where a 
massive concert stage has 
been built on the river 
front, overlooking historic 
Jackson Square. 

In the hours before the 
defending champs kick off 
the NFL season against the

Minnesota Vikings on 
Thursday night in the 
Louisiana Superdome, the 
Big Easy will host a concert

“I don’t know. I don’t 
know. I have no idea,” he 
said. “We’ve had a chance 
to deal with it (the con¬ 
tract) this off-season and 
we are where we’re at. I’m 
excited with where we’re 
at for this season. I think
